The Eloquent Divine Last Fri- 
day Night. 


SUBJECT: APPROACHING ELECTIONS 
The Difference Between Officeholders Now 


and in the Long Ago-How Elections 
Should be Conducted. 


BRooxtyn, November 4.—[Special.]—Rev. 
T. DeWitt Talmage, D. D.,, spoke in the 
Brooklyn tabernacle tonight, as usual, on the 
secular events of the week from a religious 
standpoint. The subject of his address was: 
“The Approaching Elections.” He said: 

From the newspapers of the past few weeks 
I am reminded of the fall elections in nearly 
all the states, and as this autumn will have 
much to do with the next autumn presidential 
election, there are some things important to 
say on the right and wrong modes of conduct- 
ing a political campaign. Of the two styles we 
may make our choice. 

One way is to gather up the scum and slush and 
turpitude of the community into a great reser- 
voir and then let them run down through the 
appointed aqueducts on the candidates present- 
ed. Take the character of the man whom you 
don’t expect to vote for, and find out who his 
ancestors were, and if any of them were 
hanged or imprisoned, or boodlers of public 
funds. Make the son or grandson, now up for 
office, suffer for it. Many of those 
who are hot against the theological 
theory that we suffer for Adam’s_trans- 
gression, are glad in_ political life to 
make the descendant nominated for office take 
the consequence for ancestral delinquencies. 
Never forgive Good Eleazar of Bible times be- 
eause wicked Jebosaphat was one of his fore- 
fathers. A candidate has no business to have 
had a bad grandfather. Bring up the grave- 
yard and array those under the ground against 
those stillabove ground. Then marshal all 
the candidate’s early indiscretions and follies, 
and with them, from behind the barricade of 
the ballot box, fusillade and bombshell your 
antagonist. 

Then come on to the later periods of the can- 
didate’s life. Take his utterances and put 
them into a twisting machine, and turn them 
this way and that, and invert them, disjoint 
them, decapitate them, quarter them and cru- 
cify them. Paint him black from head to 
foot. Be sure of beginning with the blacking 
brush at his head, and show that he has no 
brains, no mental qualification, no acumen, no 
sound judgment. Then put the blacking brush 
on his mouth, and show that he can’t make a 
speech, or, if he does speak, he says the wron 
thing. Then come down to his shoulders, an 
paint them black, putting upon them 
the responsibility for the wrong deeds 
of others. Then paint his heart 
black, showing that he is cruel, and 
mean, and arrogant, and oppressive to the poor. 
Then paint his pocket black, and show that he 
never gives anything to help others, and that 
much of what he has in that pocket he got dis- 
honestly. Then come on down and paint his 
knees black, showing that he never prays, or 
is a bigot and only kneels on his own sectarian 
footstool. Then come on down and paint his 
feet black, showing that he has often walked 
in forbidden places, and that he has often slip- 
ped in morals. Then paint his house black, as 
in the last presidential election, when both 
candidates were by infamous doggerel, and 
caricature, and campaign song, assailed for 
their home life. 

Then having worn out the blacking brush on 
the opposing candidate, geta load of lime, 
dump it at the feet of your favorite candidate, 
slake at, and stir it, and then take your white- 
wash brushin hand. Whitewash him from 
head tofoot. Cover up all his defects. Make 
him wise, eloquent, patriotic, efficient. Lie as 
muchin favor ofthe man whom you like as 
you did against the man whom you dislike. 
Taiking to temperance people, make him out 
the eternal feiend of sobriety,and talking to the 
beer loving population, make him vehement 
against sumptuary enactment, Say to those 
who are infavor of unrestrained emigration 
that he is fond of foreigners, and to those who 
are opposed to emigration that he can’t bear an 
Irishman. Say to Kentucky he is a free 
trader, andto Pennsylvania he is for high 
tariff. Hepresent hint when you are near the 
line between north and south as believing that 
the war is over, and there ought to be no more 
sectional strife; but when you are up further 
toward the north star, represent him as in 

yaroxysin of indignation because Jefferson 

Javis’s hand was the other day kissed by his 
old soldiers in Georgia. ‘The fact is one can- 
didate is by turns Doetor Jekylland Mr. Hyde. 

Have your candidate on a pivot, so that you 
can turn him round this way and that, like 
Mrs, Jarley’s wax figures. Now, fellow citi- 
zens, take my candidate or suffer the conse- 
quences. With him prosperity, good govern- 
ment, less taxes, and reform in all departments. 
Reject him and misrule, depleted treasury, 
poor wages, bankruptcy and ruin. 

Now, having given three times three for the 
solid ticket, we adjourn for the polls. Have 
near the polls two or three saloons with free 
drinks. If it be against the law to have the 
front door open on election day, have the back 
door unlocked, or if that also be watched, 
have some private house where we 
can all go for refreshments. You 
can’t expect a man to stand from morning to 
nightin a cold November day without some 
kind of physical reinforcement. Go out and 
meet the people as they come to the polls and

want a good, honest living for hard work done 
in the service of the city and country. 

There will be no hypocrisy in a speech like 
f a man get two 
thousand or five thousand or ten thousand dol- 
lars salary in the public service itis just as 
honorable as though he got it selling dry 
goods or in daily wages for sawing logs. 

The ideal electioneering campaign of which 
I speak, may be far distant, but so far as you 
and Iare cencerned, we may ourselves prac- 
tice it. Remember thatan election lie is as bad 
as any other lie, that slander in November is 
as bad as slanderin June. But few men come 
out of the ordeal of city, state or national elec- 
tions as good as when they went in. 

But I cannot help sympathizing with the 
multitudes of disappointed people at this sea- 
son of the year, the vast multitude all over 
the land who have failed to get nomination, 
and the vast multitude whoin afew days will 
be disappointed by non-election. For every 

osition there are at least a hundred candi- 

ates, hence of necessity ninety-nine appli- 
cants are or will be disappointed. By an 
inexorable law we cannot have more 
than six presidents in a generation What 
a discouraging thing to seek the 
presidency when, out of the one thousand who 
think themselves fit for the office poy Behe 
men can get it.. There is more probability 
that any of them will be struck with lightning 
than that they will get to be president. The 
time was when men so much shrank back from 
the responsibilities of office that they had by 
penalties to be compelled to take it. 

The court of Plymouth, in 1632, enacted that 
whoever should refuse the office of governor 
should pay twenty pounds sterling, unless he 
should be chosen two years successively, and 
whoever should refuse the office of councillor 
or magistrate should pay ten pounds. No 
more such compulsion is necessary and the 
scramble is terrific, notwithstanding ail the 

eril, financial, social, moral and eternal. But 
if you have a mission in public affairs, ad- 
vance confidently. Whatever our hands find 
to doin any department of civic or religious 
duty, let us do it and that quickly or we will 
never doit at all. Napoleon said that the 
Austrians failed at Rivoli because they did not 
know the value of ten minutes. I have known 
men whoinsome crisis of life, where great 
responsibility converge, lost two worlds, earth 
and heaven, because they did not know the 
value of one minute. 3

The family is composed of 4 widowed 
mother 80 years old, a daughter Sarah 53 years 
old, and five sons, viz.: John, who is 0 years 
old and married, Thomas, 4% years old and 
married; Ben, 45 years old, unmarried; Rich- 
ard, 39 years old and married, and Robert, 4 
years old and unmarried. These ages are 
given in the start that it may be known how 
old they were, the boys especially, at the time 
of the surrender, in 1865, when the farm:’y 
first realized that. they were free and had to 
start out to plan and labor to support them- 
stlves; because their suceess from that date 3 
one of the remarkable features about them. 
They were illiterate and full-blooded negro 4, 
wot a drop of white blood coursing their veins. 

The mother and all of her children remained 
with their old mistress, the widow, Parthe.a 
Pearsol, until the close of the late war; fa 
fully serving her wants and wishes, doing 
in their power to protect her and her interes’ + 
running and secreting her steek im the mou.- 
tains near by to keep the federal soldiers 
others from taking them. After the surrender 
they wotked on the place as share-croppersa «n- 
til the winter of 15464, and by that time were 
able to provide stock, wagons and farming im- 
plements, 30 as to go to farming at their own 
expense. In the fall of 1869 they purchased 
three hundred and sixty acres of iand of tie 
Pearsol estate on four year’s time, for whic 
thev paid up the last dollar in the fall ef isi4 
being in all eight thousand and one henddre 
doliars. In the fall of 1875 they purchased one 
hundred and sixty acres from Dr. Wm. Jar- 
man, for which they paid cash twenty-thr 
hundred dollars. So in five years they paid { 
five hundred and twenty acres of land, * 
thousand four hundred dollars, as the n 
profits of the five year’s labor. 

Since that time ithas been a harder strugg! 
for farmers to accumulate, but these indus 
trious negroes have built for themselves, (thal 
is those who have families,) good and substa: 
tial frame residences. barns and all necessar 
farm improvements; also a good ginhouse an 
cotton press with which they gin and bale thet 
own cotton. They, too, have all mecessar 
stock for the use of farmers—horses, mules 
colts and hogs—and are generally prepared ¢ 
pay the cash for whatever they. buy. The 

ve acquired some education in the mean 
time, and these who have children afford them 
means and opportunities to obtain an educa- 
tion which they protitably apply. 

The aged mother lives with her son John, 

and supervises the business transactions of all. 
When the boys sell theu crops, she requires 
each to deposit with her the money, after pay- 
ing debts, if any, which they ail cheerfally do, 
calling her their banker. W hen either of the bors 
need money he has io go to his mother and tell 
her what hefwants to do with it. If she ap- 
proves it, she counts it out to him, and whether 
she does or not, it is agreeable with him, sub- 
mitting cheerfully to her decision. The ehil- 
dren mutually accord to her this prerogative, 
and are as obedient to her will as when boys 
ten gears of age, not only in their financial 
business, but they would feel conscientious! 
disobedient, or as undutiful chifdren, if they 
were to igo to town without her permission, 
which they always obtain before doing so. Dy 
such discipline she brought them up from i:- 
fancy, unifl it became a part of their nature te 
obey her will, and perhaps to this cause is at- 
tributable allof their sucecess. They. never 
frequent political or other meetings, whete dis- 
order is apt to occur, don’t haye disputes with 
neizhbors, never were parties to a law suit, as 
plaintifis or defendants, and are al- 
together peaceable and law-abiding 
citizens, making the most of their freedom 
as becumes sensible men, and consequently 
dexerve and have won the esteem and respect 
of all their peaceable and law-abiding neig!:- 
bors, white and black. 

Tire mother, old as she is, with the assistance 
ef her daughters and danughters-in-law, spin 
aud weave and make up all the every day 
clothing for all the families, and she and they 
live peacefully and harmoniously as one family, 
the tewales likewise recognizing her as mother 
and queen of the family realm. 

Numbers, both white and black, go tosee 
this colored family. Here is taught discipline

Who Ru’es Her Progeny to the 
Fourth Generation. 


THE STORY OF THE PEARSOLL FAMILY 


Black Men Who Have Made Wealth by At- 
tending to Their Own Business—The 
Incidents of Their Lives Narrated. 


Sovrn Frorencer, Ala., November 5— 
{Special.}—Near this place lives a colored 
family, the story of whose existence is full of 
example for their white neighbors. 

The family is composed of a widowed 
mother 80 years old, a daughter Sarah 53 years 
old, and five sons, viz.: John, who is 50 years 
old and married, Thomas, 48 years old and 
married; Ben, 45 years old, unmarried; Rich- 
ard, 39 years old and married, and Robert, 34 
years old and unmarried. These ages are 


given in the start that it may be known how | 


old they were, the boys especially, at the time 
of the surrender, in 1865, when the family 
first realized that they were free and had to 
start out to plan and labor to support them- 
stlves; because their success from that date is 
one of the remarkable features about them. 
They were illiterate and full-blooded negroes, 
not a drop of white blood coursing their veins. 

The mother and all of her children remained 
with their old mistress, the widow Parthena 
Pearsol, until the close of the late war; faith- 
fully serving her wants and wishes, doing all 
in their power to protect her and her interests, 
running and secreting her stock in the moun- 
tains near by to keep the federal soldiers or 
others from taking’ them. After the surrender 
they wotked on the place as share-croppers un- 
til the winter of 1564, and by that time were 
able to provide stock, wagons and farming im- 
plements, so as togoto farming at their own 
expense, In the fall of 1869 they purchased 
three hundred and sixty acres of land of the 
Pearsol estate on four year’s time, for which 
they paid up the last dollar in the fall of. 1874, 
being in all eight thousand and one hundred 
dollars. In the fall of 1875 they purchased one 
hundred and sixty acres from Dr. Wm. Jar- 
man, for which they paid cash twenty-three 
hundred dollars. So in five years they paid for 
five hundred and twenty acres of land, ten 
thousand four hundred dollars, as the net 
protits of the five year’s labor. 

Since that time ithas been a harder struggle 
for farmers to accumulate, but these indus- 
trious negroes have built for themselves, (that 
is those who have families,) good and substan- 
tial frame residences. barns and all necessary 
farm improvements; also a good ginhouse and 
cotton press with which they gin and bale their 
own cotton. They, too, have all necessary 
stock for the use of farmers—horses, mules, 
colts and hogs—and are generally prepared to 

ay the cash for whatever they buy. They 
Love acquired some education in the mean- 
time, and these who have children afford them 
means and opportunities to obtain an educa- 
tion which they protitably apply. 

The aged mother lives with her son John, 
and supervises the business transactions of all. 
When the boys sell their cre ps, she requires 
each to deposit with her the money, after pay- 
ing debts, if any, which they ail cheerfully do, 
calling her their banker. W hen either of the boys 
need money he has io go to his inother and tell 
her what heSwants to do with it. If she ap- 
proves it, she counts it out to him, and whether 
she does or not, it is agreeable with him, sub- 
mitting cheerfully to her decision. The chil- 
dren mutually accord to her this prerogative, 
and are as obedient to her will as when boys 
ten years of age, not only in their financial 
business, but they would feel conscientiously 
disobedient, or as undutiful children, if they 
were to go to town without her permission, 
which they always obtain before doing so. By 
such discipline she brought them up from in- 
fancy, unifl it became a part of their nature to 
; ll, and perhaps to this cause is at- 
tributable all of their They never 
frequent political or other meetings, where dis- 
order is apt to occur, don’t have disputes with 
neizhbors, never were parties to a law suit, as 
plaintiffs. or defendants, and are _— al- 
together peaceable and law-abiding 
citizens, making the most of their freedom 
as becomes sensible men, and consequently 
rve and have won the esteem and respect 
of all their pesceable and law-abiding neigh- 
bors. white and black. 

Tue mother, old as she is, with the assistance 
of her daughters and danghters-in-law, spin 
aud weave and make up all the every day 
clothing fer all the families, and she and they 
live peacefully and harmonionsly as one family, 
the temwales likewise recognizing her as mother 
and queen of the family realm. 

Numbers, both white and black, go to see 
this colored family. Here is taught discipline 
by the head of the family, obedience by the 
children, industry and economy by all. Their 
heads were not turned by the song of ‘Forty 
acres and a mule’ and the promises of union 
leagucs: but by honesty, industry and economy 
they labored to live, and this is the happy re- 
sult.

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Work on the East Atlanta Park 
Being Pushed Forward. 


THE GREAT CHANGES ALREADY MADE 


The Improvements to Foster Street—A 
Beautifal Park—A Direct 
Route to the City. 


The ground work, for what promises to be 
one of the prettiest saburbs of Atlanta, is being 
rapidly prepared east of the city. 

East Atlanta Park—the name by which the 
locality is now known—is, in response to the 
picks and shovels of a hundred workmen, fast 
assuming the shape and form decreed by the 
landscape gardener. When finished it will un- 
doubtedly be one of the prettiest spots about 
the city. ‘ 

The process of building a suburb is an inter- 
esting one. In this case the East Atlanta 
Land company, which is composed of some of 
Atlanta’s most prominent business men, has 
pavenanes a plot of one hundred acres of land 

ocated between the Richmond and Danville 
railroad and Edgewood, and for some time 
past a largoforce of men has been employed in 
transforming it from country to city property. 
Mr. Johnston, the well-known landscape 
gardener, was brought from the east that he 
might superintend the work, and it is going 
forward according to his plans. Mr. Johnston 
is well-known in Atlanta, having, since his ar- 
rival here, had charge of the beautifying of the 
grounds of the Piedmont Exposition company 
and the Gentlemen’s Driving club. He. says 
that this East Atlanta park will be, when fin- 
ished, the prettiest suburb, not only to Atlan- 
ta, but in the south. : 

_ If the work already done is any criterion, he 
is right. The change which has been brought 
about within the past month isa striking one. 

The extension of Foster street runs iy 
the center of the park. The term ‘park,’ by 
the way, is not misapplied, for the prettiest 
kind of a park is one eontaining broad streets 
and drives, and beautiful homes. From Foster 
street broad avenues will wind to the right and 
to the left and several broad streets run par- 
allel with Foster street, the whole furnishin 
@ network of avenues which, when line 
with pretty houses, will make East Atlanta 
famous for beauty. As a person crosses the 
Foster street idre the new suburbs 
Stretches before him for halfa mile. At 
his right it extends to the railroad 
and on his left as faras the turnpike. The 
land is on a plateau as high as any about the 
city and seems to have every qualification of 
desirable residence property. Away from the 
hurry and bustle and noise of the city; the 
east Atlantian will have the purest air, the 
| best water, and the most charming surround- 
ings. Just beyond is Edgewood, with its pret- 
ty little church and parsonage, its academy 
—one of the best in the ' state—and its elegant 
homes. In cast Atlanta itself there have been 
reserved several spots, naturally beautiful, 
which will be further beautified as miniature 
parks. In two of these there are mineral 
springs, the waters of which have been ana- 
lyzed and are highly spoken of. 

East Atlanta will be a placeof homes. Like 
the beautiful suburbs which. have sprung up 
about Chicago, Detroit, Cincinnati and other 
large cities of the north, the lots will be sold 
only to people who will build nice residences. 
The company owning the property will, it is 
understood, be ready to build houses for pur- 
chasers on easy payments, 

One advantage which was not mentioned ' 
above—and this is one of the greatest advan- 
tages of the proposed suburb—will be the di- 
rect street car communication with the city. 
Foster street leads direct to East Atlanta, and 
as soon as the improvements on foster street 
are completed—they are being rapidly pushed 
forward, the county chaingang being at work 
near the bridge now—the Atlanta and Edve- 
| wood street railway will be built. After 
Foster street is opened through to 
Line, there will be a straight street from the 
artesian well to Edgewood. This street is 
being broadened, opened out and improved 
and will some day be one of the leading resi- 
dence streets of the city. Realizing this the 
people residing on the street and beyond are 
anxious to have the improvements made as 
soon as possible. With thisstreet finished, the 
people of Edgewood and East Atlanta will be 
fully one-half mile nearer the city than by 
any other ronte. The stract railroad company 
proposes to run a dummy line, thus furnishing 
quick transportation. 

Then’ too, the dangerous Decatur street 
crossing of the Air Line tracks will be avoided. 
Realizing the dangers of that crossing, the 
railroad company combined with the city and 
people and constructed the bridge over the 
railroad at Foster street. Thisdoes away with 
all dangers. , 

East Atlanta is not all on paper. It will 
pay anybody to drive out there and see the 
yastamount of work that has been done. 
Hills have been cut off, depressions have been 
filled up and the character of the earth’s sur- 
face has been very considerably changed. It 
begins to look very much like a little city, and 
a pretiy one.

There was but one 
thing that “‘Swearmg Ez’’ considered a terrible 
crime, and that was drunkenness. Every time 
he met a man whose breath was scented with 
spirits Old kz waded into him. Imagine a 
man preaching a temperance sermon witha 
blood-chilling oath sandwiched in between 
neatly every other word! It would be laugha- 
ble if it wasn’t so shockingly wicked. And I 
know of more than one instance when he 
wound up his temperance lecture: to a poor 
drunken wretch by 

HANDING HIM ENOUGH MONEY 
to buy a pair of shoes or a hat and even a suit 
of. clothes, and then saying: ‘‘Now, you —— 
— jazy loafer, get fixed up and, by ——- ——-, 
try to make a man of yourself, —— —— you.” 
Vell, that’s the kind of a man “Swearing 
Ez’’ was, until one winter’s day, not quite four 
years ago.. He had been drawn as a juror and 
was roaming around the county seat of ‘*Mes- 
ser Diocese,’’ as somebody long ago christened 
the staid old town of Mercer. It sounds para- 
doxica Ito say that extremes meet,but they did 
that night; ‘“‘Swearing Ez’’ stumbled into the 
camp of the Salvation Army. It was not then 
what itis now, there were in that particular 
company or regiment, a namber of sincere, 
honest, hardworking Christians—a little 
cranky, perhaps, but earnest and true worship- 
pers of God. 
If it had been a regular church or an ordin- 
ary congregation of church-goers, old Ez would 
have gone out of there like a sheep over astile. 
jut the novelty of the thing attractcd him. 
Hie went into the tent and sat down on one of 
the rear seais. 
A BIG, HONXST-LOOKING OLD soun, 

who carried the cognomen of Hallelujah Anne 
was speaking. It seemed she wasa widow who 
had two sons killed on the battle-field. One 
was a Christian and died at Antietam with a 
par on his lips. The other was an unbe- 

lever and he died on the battle tield of Gettys- 
burg, cursing with his latest breath. 

The old woman was uneducated; her gram- 
mar and her phraseology were all but proper ; 
yet when she finished her sad story of her ouly 
sons, the life, death and the hereaiter of each, 
tears were running down the cheeks of all who 
heard it. She wept, but not alone. At the far 
end of the tent were heard heavy, half- 
smothered sobs, There sat ‘‘Swearing Ez,’’ his 
strong frame shaking with emotion, and tears 
streaming over the hard, crue] lines of his face.

He came 
out a penitent sinner, and from that day not an 
oath has left his liys. The man who was once 
despised by all is now the more honored and 
renpecees for the hard battle he had to fight 
and bravely won. The Salvation Army saved 
“Swearing Ez’ if it never before or since ac- 
complished any good.

DR. WOODROW’S TRIAL. 


The South Carolina Presbyterian Synod Con- 
demns Him. 


Cortvmera, S. C., November 5.—[Special.]—_ 


The Woodrow evolution matter came up 
again before the Presbyterian synod of Sout 
Carolina, in annual session, at Darlington. 
The committee on the theological seminary 
submitted majority and minority reports rela- 
tive to the removal of Dr. Woodrow from the 
Perkins professorship. The majority report 
was as follows: 

inasmuch as the board’s action in removing Rev. 
Jas. Woodrow, D. D., from the Perkins chair, was in 
Recor & ice With the order of the four controlling 
synods of South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and 
a tuls synod approves and confirms tl at ac- 

O71, 

The following is the minority report: 

Resolved, First. that this synod “ disapprove of the 
manner in which the board of directors have re- 
moved the Key. James Woodrow, D. D., from the 
Perkins professorship as unconstitutional. 

second, thatthe board is hereby instructed (the 
other controlling syuod concurring,) to proceed at 
once to determine tre qnestions as to Dr. Wocd- 
row’s alleged mcompetence or untfaithfolness by a 
full tral, as is povided in the constitution of this 
seminary. 

An animated debate then ensued. Dr. 
Woodrow’'s adherents held that the board of 
directors of the seminary had no right to de- 
grade a professor from his chair, suspected of 
doctrinal unsoundness, without a fair trial: 
that to decrepitate a professor by the simple 
resolve of a board chosen because it was known 
beforehand that they woald condemn the ac- 
cused, is to trample right under feet and in- 
jure the church. If Dr.. Woodrow has taught 
error or violated his vows, let him be dealt 
with as he may justly deserve, but let us avoid 
even the appearance of lynch law in dealing 
with a minister of the gospel. If Dr. Wood- 
row must be degraded, let it be after trial, and 
not without a trial.”’ 

Dr. Woodrow’s opponents continued that 
he had had a judicial trial before the Presby- 
tery-of Augusta, which acquitted him, but the 
synod of Georgia reversed that action, and 
hence Dr. Woodrow is a condemned man, and 
his removal was, therefore, aftertrial. The 
orders of the four controlling synods last fall 
to the board to remove Dr.fWoodrow had to be 
obeyed by the board, and that this 
synod could not censure the board for such obe- 
dien eG. 

Vhen the yote was taken the minority re- 
ort was lost by a vote of sixty to eiglity-five. 
I'he majority report was then adopted. This 
action probably ends the Woodrow case in the 
synod of South Carolina, but the other three 
synods controlling the seminary, haye yet to 
pass judgement upon the matter. So the end of 
this famous case is not yet. 
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BATTLE IN LOUISIANA,

New Ontreans, November 5.—Reliable in- 
formation was received here today that four 
white men were shot by the strikers last night 
while attending cane carriers near Berwicks. 
The sherifl, on receipt of information, sum- 
moned a posse of about forty men from the 
vicinity and left for the scene of the shooting, 
increasing the posse along the route to about 
eight substantial citizens. Captain Code’s 
company passed down to Berwick on the 
train at noon. Rumors are current that the 
laborers at Irish Bend will strike 
Monday. Reports from the upper part of the 
parish and Bayow Cypemort are that all is 
quiet and that the laborers are all at work. 

A dispatch from New Iberia says: 

This evening a repert was current here that sev- 
eral men had been kiiled at Patersonyille axrd some 
color is given to the rumor by the fact that Captain 
‘harr has received orders from General Parkerson 
tomove with ariillery and all available men at 
once to Hocema. Rangers, under the command of 
.Cantain Code, left there by train for Patersonyville 
this morning in compliance with orders. 

A special from Pattersonyille gives the fol- 
lowing: 

An encounter took place today between a sherilff’s 
posse, commanded by Hon. Daniel Caffray, and the 
Attekapas Raugers, commanded by Captain Code, 
on one side and a crowd of negro strikers. Several 


of the strikers were appienended and the 
otheis were ordered to disperse, but 
instead = < obeying they showed a dis 


position to resist. An engagement ensued in which 
several of the negroes were killed. Everything is 
now quiet and indications point to no recurreuce of 
this aiternoon’s woik. Military companies are 
quartered on the stea:ner, E. W. Cole, subject to the 
orders of the sherit! and ready to move ata mo- 
ment’s notice.

GUARDING THE PO 
To Keep igor From En- 
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MAYOR HEWITT TO THE PRESIDENT 


New York Aroused Over the Importance 
of Prompt Action in Regard 
to Italian Immigrants. 


New Yorn, November 5.—Mayor Hewitt 
has become aroused by the arrival at this port 
of steamships from the cholera-infested dis- 
tricts of Italy. He has stirred up the health 
board about the matter, and now has a written 
letter to Heaith Officer Smith, who has charge 
of the quarantine management at tliis port, and 
to President Cleveland. The letter to the 
president is as follows: 

NEW York, November 4, 1887.—To the President.— 
Dear Sir: I feel it'to be my duty to call your atten- 
ton to the tact that there is considerable emigra- 
tion from Italy, where cholera at present prevails, 
to this country, and that shiys bringing immigrants 
are destined, as a rale, to the port of New York. 
Already two ships have arrived uyxn which cares 
of cholera have been found to exisit. The care of 
these passengers and the responsibility for the 
ships is committed by law tothe quarantine c. m- 
tissioners, who are not under the jurisdiction of tne 
United States or the city of New York. They are 
State «Mivers. Taere is a feeling in this com- 
munity that ereaier care and efficiency are neces- 
sary in order to protect this city and the country at 
large from the consequences of the landing of pas- 
sengers who may have germs of the disease, which 
may be developed at alater date. Underthe cir- 
cumstances, it has been suggested that further immi 
gration at this time from Iialy should be prohibited 
Jam aargeoeed weil aware that no such power exists 
and that even if it should be con‘err.d by conzress, 
its exercise would be an extreme ineasure, but it has 
occurred to me that friendly representation made to 
the Italian government might secure greater precau- 
tionsin the clearance of vessels fromthe cpolera 
regions, until the disease has disappeared therefrom. 
The object of this letter is to commend the matter to 
your attention, in the hope that it may lead to such 
official action asjit may be in your power to take for 
the protection of the country ‘from the dangers and 
disasters of an invasion of cholera. Yours_respect- 
fully, ABRAM 8.

In his letter to Health Officer Smith Mayor 
Hewitt calls Smith’s attention to the criticism 
made by a committee of the College of Physi. 
cians of Philadelphia on the management and 
arrangements of the quarantine station here, 
suggesting that the defects be remedied. The 
mayor says that if a lack of money stands in 
the way of making the needed changes and 
improvements, he will undertake by an ap- 
peal to his fellow-citizens to raise any reason- 
able sum by voluntary subscriptions for the 
purpose of protecting the city from the 
dangers of an invasion from the cholera. 
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THE COTTON CROP. 


The Season Somewhat Disappointing—Esti- 
mates Reduced. 

New Orieans, November 5.—The crop re- 
port of the Cotton World published today is as 
follows: 

The outeome of the season is disappointing in 
comparison with September expectations, and a 
crop even smaller than that of last season 1s report- 
ed inthe returns. In Arkansas, Texas and Tennes- 
see the drout® cut short the yield greatly. The con- 
trast in many portions of the first named state is 
greater by reason of the good yield of last season, In 
Texas the crops were spoited. Contrasted with 
these the Atlantic seaboard states fared better, and 
while not reaching the expectations of the late sum- 


‘iived irom merchants at large centers. 
e other hand the Cerolinas will come upto the 
te ecnernl estimates; or exceed them. A/abama 
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itly estimated, the larger yield in some sections 
eing more than offset by a decrease in others. In 
ie lower Mississippi valley the yield, while so 
uch below the promises of the early fruiting sea- 
son, is yet above last season, but the gain has been 
ailin Mississippi. 

The picking season has- proved’ very favorable on 
the whole, and the crop has been gathered unusually 
early. Nearly all over the belt from two-thirds to 
seven-cighths of the crop was reported as picked at 
the date of our repHes. <As foreshadowed, iowever, 
in the last report, the top crop has proved a failure 
nearly everywhere, and little was made in October. 
The worms cut short the prospectsin many sec ions, 
adding to the damage by the drouth, Light frosts 
in all states, and killing fros's over a very consider- 
able part of the belt, have been reported during the 
past month,

A Newspaper Man of Philadelphia in Great 
Prospects. 
From the Philadelphia Press. 7 


There is a fortune of $700,000, now held b 
the state of New York, to which a young news- 
paper man of this city, with his brothers and 
sisters, some of whom are in England, are le 
gal heirs. In the last week they haye laid for- 
mal claim to the money, and their lawyer, Nel- 
son G. Waterbury, the veteran advocate and 
poetan of New York city, is confident that 

n a short time he will prove his right to restore 
to the heirs the fortune that for twenty years 
has been accumulating compound interest in 
tye treasury of New York. 

he romantic story is that in 1819 a great un- 
cle of the presumptive heir, who was colonel 
of the Fifty-cighth English regiment, was or- 
dered to Canada. He went and took with him 
his two motherless boys, Edwin and William. 

A few years later the regiment was ordered 
back to England. The old colonel had grown to 
like the country during his stay and decided to 
leave the two boys there in charge of a French 
Catholic priest at Amherstburg, Ont., with 
whom he had grown yery intimate. The priest 
was to educate them, and finally they were to 
be sent home to their father in England. After 
a stay of two or three years with tl.¢ priest the 
boys tired of the life and ran away. They 
were never heard of afterward by the old colo- 
nel, who used every means to trace them, and 
he died a few years later in England. without 
ever having heard from the missing children. 

It was learned leng afterward that Edwin, 
the older brother, went to Michigan, where all 
trace of him has been lest. William, from 
whom the fortune comes, came to Brooklyn. 
He was known to his neighbors as a crank and 
a& miser, and he lived alone, for he had never 
married, in his big house, andgrew very rich 
in speculation. His neighbors supposed him 
to be a Frenchman, for he spoke English with 
a French accent—a relic of his early Canadian 
training under his priestly tutor—and to en- 
courage them, and to further conceal his iden- 
tity, he slightly changed the spelling of his 
name. This, too, would. have remained a se- 
cret had he not in his will made a bequest to 
his brother, whom he said spelled his name as 
do the present heirs, 

In 1857 William died, childless so far as 
known, leaving $300,000. The property con- 
sisted of the house in which he had lived for 
years, money in bank, government and other 
bonds and stocks; $14,000 was left in various 
suins to servants and other people whom he 
had known; $20,000 was bequeathed to his 
brother Edwin, whom he had not seen after 
their escape from Amherstburg,and from whom 
itis supposed he had never heard. The re- 
mainder of the large estate was to found an 
orphanage. The will was broken by the courts, 
because of some informalities in execution, 
and the orphanage bequest was set aside. 

No heirs to the old man appeared and the 
money was locked up in the New York treas- 
ury. Eight years ago an advertisement for 
heirs appeared in a New York paper,anda 
host of people of all sorts of names put in 
claims, but their- rights to the fortune were 
not proven, and the matter was again forgot- 
ten. 

How the Philade:phia newspaper man learn- 
ed of his right to the money is interesting. 
His brother is an editorial writer on the New 
York Herald. A month or so go a story was 
Written for them about the estate, and was 
deemed so unimportant that it was not printed. 
A friend in the office told him of it, and he 
sent home to England inquiring about it. 

The old family lawyer knew of the exist- 
ence somwhere in America or Canada of the 
children of the old colonel, who, dying, had 
told the story of the boys who had run away. 
He cabled the positive proofs of the relation- 
ship of the presumptive heirs, one of whom is 
a newspaper man in this city. He at once en- 
gaged counsel, and hopes in a short time to be 
in possession of the money to which an acci- 
dent revealed his right.

THE KIiss8 OF DEATH. 


Story of a Strange Superstition Among Mon- 
terey Mexicans. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

The Santa Cruz ghesi, which is engrossing the 
attention of citizens of that famous watering- 
place by its midnight revelries, recalls a legend 
of San Juan, in the adjoining county, told the 
writer many years ago @y 4 narrater no less 
credible than a good old_Spanish prigst, with 
whom the writer happened to be staying on a 
few days’ visit. = 

One morning after breakfast I expresscd a 
wish to stroll into the ancient graveyard at- 
tached to the old adobe church of that quaint 
little Mexican town. The old padre, with the 
kindness and courtesy characteristic of the 
simple missionary fathers, at once acceded 
and accompanied the writer, relating as we 
walked among the graves the brief history of 
some who lay quietly beneath. ‘‘Here,”’ he 
observed, with a quiet smile as he pointed to a 
grave in the middle of the cemetery, “‘here is a 
grave which the simple old Mexican families 
around here look upon with unusual interest, if 
not with actual awe.” 

“A murder ?’’ 

‘No, no! Something much stranger. Ihave 
tried to combat the idea, and while IL would be 
addressing the people they would say: ‘Si, Si 
Padre.”’ They would assent to all 1 said, but 
the belief remained and docs remain indelible. 

“A spirit,’’ he went on, “‘is said to have ap- 
peared to every one buried in that grave and 
to warn the family whenever any of them is 
about to pass away. 

‘Its appearance, which is generally made in 
the following manner, is believed to be uni- 
formly fatal, being an omen of death to those 
who are so unhappy as to meet with it. 

‘‘When a funeral takes place the spirit is 
said to watch the person who remains last in 
the graveyard, over whom it possesses a fasci- 
nating influence. 

“Tf the person be a young man the spirit 
takes the shade of a fascinating young female, 
inspires him with a charmed passion and ex- 
acts a promise that he will meet her at the 
graveyard a month from that day. This 
promise is sealed with a kiss that communicates 
a deadly taint to him who complies. 

“The spirit then disappears. Nosooner does 
the person from whom it received the promise 
and the kiss pass the boundary of the church- 
yard than he remembered the history of the 
spectre. Hesinksinto despair and insanity, 
and dies. If, on the contrary, the spectre ap- 
pears to afemale, it assumes the form of a 
young man of exceeding elegance and beauty.” 

The padre showed me the grave of a young 
person about eighteen years of age, who was 
said four months before to have fallen a victim 
toit. ‘“Ten months ago,” the father said, “fa 
man gave the promise and the fatal kiss, and 
consequently looked upon himself as lost. He 
took a fever and died, and was buried on the 
day appointed for the meeting, which was ex- 
actly a month after the fatal interview. 

“Incredible as it may appear, the friends of 
these two persons solemnly declared to me 
that the particulars of the interview were re- 
peatedly detailed by the two persons without 
the slightest variation. 

“There are several cases of the same kind 
mentioned, but the two cases alluded to are 
the only ones that came within my personal 
knowledge. 

“It appears, however, that the spectre does 
not confine its operations to the graveyard only. 
There have been instances mentioned of its ap- 
~arance at weddings and social parties, where 
it never failed to secure its victims by dancing 
them into pleuritic fevers.’’ 

On being questioned as to what he might 
think of such possible occurrences, the good 
father simply smiled and shook his head.

THE CROWN PRINCE’S HEALTH BETTER 


The Czar.and Emperor to Meet—Amicable 
Relations Between Germany and. 
, France—Other News.

Beriry, November 5.—The date of the. 


czar’s departure from Copenhagen is still in 
obscurity. The 17thand 20th are mentioned. 
German uniforms have been sent to Copen- 
hagen, and a rumor is current in Berlin to- 
night that the czar and Emperor William have 
arranged a meeting for the lith. At the same 
time there is a vague rumor that ar- 
rangements have been broken off. 
Nothing definite can be learned, 
but the meeting is counted upon on all sides. 
A failure to meet now would be looked upon 
as anextremely bad sign, for the relations of 
the two empires. Inthe meantime Emperor 
William’s health is making good progress, 
though the doctors state that great care is still 
necessary and that his recovery depends large- 
ly upon the weather. It is confidently ex- 
pected, however, that he will be restored suffi- 
ciently to meet the czar. “The Crown Prince 
Frederick William -looked extremely well 
on arriving at San Reno. He 
was in good spirits and 
jumped briskly from the railway carriage and 
aided his wife and daughters to alight. The 
irritability in his throat has almost entirely 
disappeared, 

*The coming session of the reichstag will be 
neither so long nor so momentous as the last 
one. Party relations are still as favorable to 
the government as when the army bill was 
passed. 

M. De Giers, Russian foreign minister, has 
sent official apologies to the authorities at Ber- 
lin for the bellicose. speech of Grand Duke 
Nicholas. It is rumored that the czar on his 
return will administer a severe reprimand to 
the grand duke. This would indicate that the 
Russian government is making a trial of a 
more friendly attitude toward Germany, due 
possibly to the fact that Germany, in conjuga- 
tion with other powers, have adopted a toler- 
ant policy toward Prince Ferdinand, of Bul- 
garia, believing it to be the best for Europe 
that his position should be made secure, and 
that any attempt at violent interference in 
Bulgarian affairs will be strongly resented by 
Bismarck, 

The Prussian budget will show a deficit of 
forty million marks. It is hoped tocover the 
deficit by increased returns from the state rail- 
ways and a share of the Prussian brandy tax 
from October, 4887, to April, 1888. 

Count Von Munster, German embassador 
to France, who has just returned to Paris, has 
informed M. Flourens, French minister of 
foreign affairs, that he satisfied himself while 
here of the favorable state of relations between 
Germany and France. It is believed that the 
German government has instructed the fron- 
tier authorities to preventa recurrence of re- 
grettable incidents. 


THE CAFFAREL SCANDAL. 


The Committee’s Report Adopted in the 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Paris, November 5.—The report of commit- 
tee appointed to inquire into the Caffarel scan- 
dal was discussed in the chamber of deputies 
today. Baudry D’Asson declared it was nota 
demand for an inquiry but for the prosecution 
of Wilson, which should be submitted to the 
chamber abuses in connection with the seals 
and stamps being punishable by from six 
months to three years’ imprisonmeut. He 
asked M. Ronuvier, prime minister, to explain 
the case of Wilson. 

M. Rouvier said that all the documents had 
been placed in the hands of the minister of 
justice. The discussion was general and closed 
amid great excitement. 

Colonel Tavra moved that the inquiry be 
general and that it extend back as far as May, 
1877, so as to include the time of the advent of 
the de Broglie ministry: 

M. Rouvier answering M. Dornana denied 
that politicians had levelled the scandals 
against President Grevy. [Applause from the 
centre and murmurs from the extreme left.] 
Nobody thought of accusing the cabinet of 
interfering with the freedom of judicial power. 
The magistracy was above suspicion. He was 
not possessed of the details regarding the sale 
of decorations. The other facts were undenia- 
ble, but they did not prove the necessity for 
an inquiry. [Commotion.] The president’s 
acts were always endorsed by the minister. 
Therefore the ministers were responsible for 
all such matters. Interpolations could be ad- 
dressed tothem on matters for which they 
were responsible, but questions beyond the 
province of parliament came within the juris- 
diction of the judicial power. On _ these 
grounds he was opposed toan inquiry. Head- 
mitted the justice of the feeling which inspired 
the chamber, but thought it was better to let 
matters take their natural course. 

A great uproar followed the conclusion of 
the speech. When order had been restored, 
Colonel Favru’s motion was carried by a yote 
of 264 to 257. 

M. Jolibois explained that the right, though 
in favor of aninquiry, opposed Colonel Favru’s 
motion because they considered that it was di- 
rected against the accusers rather than against 
the guilty. He moved to give the commission 
the widest powers. 

Colonel Favru spoke in opposition. The mo- 
tion was finally carried by a vote of 315 to 84, 

The committee’s report was then adopted; 
445 to 54. ee 

AFRICAN EXPLORATIONS. 
Wonderful Discoveries, by Dr. Ludwig 
Wolf, 

From the New York Sun. 

Dr. Ludwig Wolf, the eminent African ex- 
plorer, who a year and a half ago made the 
great discovery that the Kassai, Sankuru, and 
Lomami rivers form a hitherto unknown and 
excellent waterway from the Congo, a little 
above Stanley Pool, about seven hundred miles 
east to the very heart of the continent, has 
been so busy with his explorations that he has 
not been able yet to write a detailed account of 
his remarkable discoveries in the great region 
which he was the first to visit. We have re- 
ceived his story in fragmentary form, and the 
latest addition lie has made to it, contained in 
a paper he recently read before the British as- 
sociation, gives us some of the most interesting 
incidents of his long journey up the Sankuru 
and Lomami rivers. 

The Lomami fs atributary of the Sankuru, 
and. taken together, wipe nearly subtend the 
great northern bend of the Congo, their direc- 
tion in the main being due east and west, 
sometimes a little above and sometimes a lit- 
tle helow 4° south latitude. Dr. Wolf made 
the round trip of 1,200 miles on the little 
steamer En Avant, which was in such a poor 
condition that the explorer had to sacrifice 
some of his gun barrels to make steam pipes 
for her, and the broken engine plate had to be 
plastered every morning with clay. We little 
dreamed a few years ago that the Congo had 
auch magnificent tributaries as have been dis- 
covered within a few years. Dr. Wolf found, 
for instance. that for a long distance the San- 
kuru is about three milés wide, with an aver- 
age depth of nine feet. 

For 300 miles up the river Dr. Wolf met a 
great many canoes. Many of them were of 
enormous size, twice the lengthof his little 
steamer, and they easily accommodated eighty 
rowers. It was a picturesque eight to see 
these great canoes with their force of rowers 
all standing wp and plying their paddics so 
effectively that they could far outstrip 
the steamer in speed, Of course, the 
white man and hia puffing steamboat 
created immense excitement and astonish- 
ment, but very littie fear was manifested. 
Some of the natives were inclined to be hos- 
tile, and one powerful twibe, the Bassongo

It appears, then, that when the 
Congo State kills the slave trade at Stan 
Falls it will have another nest of slavers to de- 
stroy on the Upper Sankuru, to say nothing of 
the many stations of slavers far up the Congo 
and between that river and Lake Tanganyika, 
It has a big contract on hand if it intends te 
clear its territory of Arab slavers. a 

One day when Dr. Wolf was tramping - ~ 
through a forest he suddenly came toa ee 
opening and saw before him a large village 
of the Batua dwarfs, whom Stanley heard of 
when he first descended the Congo, though he 
did not see them. These curious little crea- 
tures, who are spread over a large extent of 
country south of the Congo, are very similar 
to the Akka dwaris whom Schwin- 
furth discovered north of that 
river. They are timid little folks, and they 
wouldjdoubtless have run away if they had seem 
Dr. Wolf before he suddenly appeared among 
them. He found them living in mean-l 
ing grass huts. Around their village we 
many carefully covered pitfalls, nine to twelve 
feet deep, which they had dug for the purpose 
of catching any elephants, buffaloes and wild 
boars that might venture out of the forest to 
“row yy the grassy glade where the d 
lived. 

At first the dwarfs, quaking with fear, 
gazed on the white man from a distance, but 
tinally they became quite friendly. They are 
a little over four feet high, are coffee-brown 
in color, and are well-shaped. They make no 
attempt to cultivate the soil, but live solel 
by hunting, with their bows and arrows 
spears. They dry a good deal of meat, which 
they sell among the neighboring tribes for In- 
dian corn, manioc, and other vegetable 
products. Lukengo, the king of one | 
tribe, keeps quite a number of Batua in his 
service,and it is their business to provide game. 
and palm wine for the king’s table. Dr. Wolf 
says they are exceedingly skillful in tv™iman- 
agement of their bows, arrows and spears. 

The Baluba, whom Wolf and Wissman 
found about 150 miles south ofthe junction of 
the Kassai and Sankurnu rivers, are among the 

entlest and most intelligent people who have 

een found in Africa, They have, however, 
one exceedingly bad practice. Dr. Wolf says 
that they have become very fond of , 
since trading tribes who live nearer the white 
men have introduced these weapons am a 
them, and they will sell their daughters an — 
even their wives to procure = es 
and ammunition. These people ; E. 
many excellent proverbs and maxims such 
as these: “‘Law is better than force,” gnd 
“Life is better than wealth.” They are re- 
garded as being, in most respects, ago on 
amenable to civilizing influences. For 
that, they sugport one of the greatest native 
slave markets in Africa, and Dr. Wolf says it 
will take a long time and strong civilizing in- 
fluences before their devotion to the slave trade 
will cease. They donot understand that there’ 
is anything wrong in selling their wives and 
children. There is this striking peculiar 
itv, however, about their slave trade, 
They buy thousands of slayes every 
year from the other tribes, and they 
treat them so well that the slayes can hardly 
be distinguished by a stranger from members 
of the tribe. In their export slave trade, as@ 
rule, they sell only troublesome individuals 
whom they are anxious to get rid of. A while 
ago the people in South Baluba became very 
much dissatisfied with one of their —— 
whose numérous wars with other tribes 
the lives of many of his subjects. They finally 
decided that the best way to get rid of him 
was tosell him into slavery. They put hing 
up for sale in the great slave market at Mu- 
kenge, and were glad to let bim go for tem 
goats, which they killed, and divided the meag 
among the relatives of some of the men whé 
had lost their lives in his battles. eae 

When [Dr. Wolf tolq one $Baluba chieh 
that he was very wrong to sell his wives,the 
chief took him apart and explained to him im 
confidence that the Baluba never sold . 
wives, but only troublesome women W 
they could not get along with.

The 
petitions for executive clemency are filling 
up with the names,of signers embracing 
gome of the best and most prominent citi- 
wens. 
Doubtiess these tender-hearted citizens 
“agree with the lawyer who said in speaking 
of the Haymarket crime: ‘‘This is not ordi- 
nary physical assassination.” 

We fail to see how this can give the plea 
for clemency any weight. The fact that the 
anarchists were engaged in a work of extra- 
ordinary physical assassination would ap- 
pear to make it plain that they deserve the 
severest penalty of the law. Their plan of 
assassination’ was the most unmerciful im- 
aginable. Their bombs were 4s likely to 
kill women and children as to destroy 
monopolists and policemen. 

It is no time for the people of Chicago to 
split hairs over the question of the ordinary 
or extraordinary guilt of these fiends. After 
the hanging, let the matter be discussed if 
there is nothing more-important on hand. 
The thing to do now is to send the senti- 
mentalists to the rear, and give the sheriff 
and his deputies elbow room.

Tired of the Queen. 

Thet rades people of London are loud in 
their complaints at the general stagnation of 
the business of the metropolis, and popular 
disfavor attaches to the queen as being the 
prime cause of the prevailing commercial 
dullness. 

Unusual distress is expected during the 
winter from this state of affairs and the 
question arises, in what way will the com- 
plaint of the people express itself. Already 
unmanageable ricters are parading the 
streets of London, and only afew Sundays 
ago afrenzied mob assailed the sacred pre- 
eincts of Westminster Abbey, shouting 
denunciatory epithets to the canon during 
pervice,and to his words directed to the 
welfare of the laboring classes, cried ‘‘Give 
ms Work.’ It is but short work fora few 
thousand hungry and unemployed beings to 

p the bounds of order and seek occupa- 
tion T=4lestruction and clamor when their 
inclination to peacefully sustain themselves 
cannot be met through the usual course of 
commercial and industrial activity. In 
exchanging liis labor for pay a laborer bar- 
ters ashe would in any other trade, but if 
he finds no buyer he blames the public. 

Commercial stagnation in London is felt 
m every branch of industry and both capi- 
tal and labor are complaining and poor old 
Victoria is unconsciously bearing the brunt 
of blame. 

The people are not satisfied that the good 
old lady should remain so inactive, while 
but an effort by her would start at full play 
the wheels of commerce. Mer delay in 
returning from the Highlands, where she 
has passed a longtime at her summer home, 
has held back the fashionable social season 
and this has checked expenditures which 
were expected from this and other conse- 
quent movements. The impression also 
prevails that she has remained in retire- 
mens much longer than was necessary, she 
having kept constantly from the public 
ginee her husband’s death nearly twenty- 
five years ago. Her penuriousness is pro- 
verbial and is the source of discontent, for 
of the millions voted her she spends but lit- 
tle, and gives away less, and the people 
know that court luxury isan example which 
will be followed to the public good; and, in 
consideration of liberal allowance to her 
they expect gratuitous contributions from 
the crown, in certain instances. 

The prince of Wales, whatever may be 
gaid of him, isthe favorite of the people and 
they long for the day when he shall become 
king. He suits their fancy in the matter of 
liberality, love of display, extravagance in 
living, fondness for social gayety, and has 
made himself very popular throughout the 
kingdom. 

England may love her queen, but it will 
be better satisfied with Albert Edward as 
king. :

Literature and Dialect. 
Mr. Richard Henry Stoddard, the accom- 
plished literary editor of the New York 
Mail and Express, thinks itis a pity that 
*Southern Silhouettes,’ by Jeannette N. 
Walworth, ‘“‘could not have been written 
and published before the preBent reign of 
@ialect stories was carrying all before it, for 
had it appeared at an earlier and less exag- 
gerated period, it could not have failed, we 
think, to make a good reputation for the 
- ‘writer, who describes the life that she 
knows best, and the types of character with 
which she is most familiar, in the simple, 
direct, honest literary fashion of our early 

story writers—the Sedgwicks and the Kirk- 
lands of fifty years ago. Read at leisure, as 
it should be, if at all, it is a delightful 
book.” 

This is Mr. Stoddard’s opinion, and it is 
an opinion that is worth having. It is our 
Opinion that if Mrs. Walworth’s volume of 
sketches do not make a reputatién for her it 
will not be because other writers run to dia- 
lect, but because of a lack of taste on the 
part ofthe reading public. This is a mat- 
ter which concerns the publie much more 
than it does Mrs. Walworth, who has de- 

_ monstrated her power of delineation, if not 
en eine in a very diffi- 


cult one, 
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picting phases of southern life which the 
majority of our writers seem to be afraid of 
handling. This is done, as Mr. Stoddard 
says, in a simple, direct, honest fashion; 
but there is something more in the sketches 
than directriess and simplicity. They are 
faithful pictures of a period that has passed 
away, and, as such, they must be ef interest 
to that portion of the public whiclf possesses 
taste and dis€rimination. 

As for the dialect business, we suppose 
there is no doubt that it has been run into 
the ground, but thatis the fault of the dia 
lect writers themeelves, and not of the pub- 
lic. When dialect is written merely for the 
sake of the dialect, the result is anything 
else but literature, but when dialect is em- 
ployed simply for the purpose of portraying 
character it never becomes tiresome or 
tedious. <

The American Policy. 

The Montezuma Record has an admirable 
article on the question of protection and 
free trade. The Record quotes the remarks 
of Dr. Edward Sullivan, who says, relative 
to the policy of Americans: ‘‘They under- 
stand that manufacturing and agricultural 
industries are inseparably bound together; 
that prospering manufactures means pros- 
pering agriculture, and vice versa; that 
each consumes what the other produces; 
that each is the best customer of the other.” 


Commenting on this, the Record says: 

Of the total products of the soil, excepting tobacco 
and cotton, more than 92 per cent find their best 
market at home, Abandon the policy of protection, 
reduce the wages of your workmen, abolish your 
custom houses and you will bring about a stagnation 
in manufactures and mining and railroad building, 
and a depression in agiiculture that will produce all 
over this land an industrial and commercial par- 
alysis that will bring griefand ruin to every inter- 
est of the country. 

The Record might have referred to the ex- 
traordinary period of financial depression 
and panic that followed the adoption of the 
low tariff of 1846. Agriculture in this 
country was never at. a lower ebb than it 
was during that period, and the same might 
be said of manufactures. It was a period 
fullof doubt and despair for the business 
interests of the country, and of poverty and 
distress for the farmers. Even the sugges- 
tion of the repetition of such a disastrous 
experiment ought to arouse the indignation 
of our farmers. The Record goes on to 
say: 

Revise the tariff, cut down the rates on the neces- 
sities of life, abolish the surplus, but if we abandon 
the prineiple of protection to our industries and to 
American workmen,we will deal the deadlicst blow 
to the American farmerthat was ever conceived in 
the cunningest brain and the most malevolent heart 
of the greatest enemy of our government. 

Apart from the folly and suicidal criminalness of 
free trade, as applied to the industries of our people 
and their mutual interests and dependent relations 
at this time, no party thatis not pledged to protec- 
tion will ever elect a president, This declaration may 
not be welcome to some of our party friends, but 1t 
is the truth, so faras we are able to judge, and no 
southern paper or man, who desires the re-electicn 
of Pres'dent Cleveland and the development and 
rio perity of the south’s awakening industries, 
should be found coquetting with the impiacticable 
and pernicious theory of free trade. 

As 4 mere matter oi policy alone, the south should 
s‘rongly fayor the protective idea. We do not know‘ 
beyond the great eecocomic question, which in its 
last analysis means the greatest good to the greatest 
number—the highest development of, and the pro:- 
perity of, and industre; of a country alike—that 
there is any principle but self-interest, or rather the 
interest of the nation, inyolved inthe question of 
free trade and protection. Ifit was practically in 
our present condition—if some better plan could be 
fonnd to pay the principal and interest of the public 
dett and support the government—if the greatest 
development and the greatest prosperity to the 
country could be accomplished by free trade, by 
“buying where we conld buy cheapest and selling 
where we could sell highest,’ it would be the duty 
andinterest of our government to adopt free trade 
as the policy for the country. 

But this policy is not practical. Menwill always 
differ upcn public questions, but they should differ 
in charity, especially men of the same party. Ac- 
tuated by a common patriotism, democrats holding 
different vievs upon questions purely of policy, 
should agree to compromise their differences fcr the 
good of the country and the integrity and suprema- 
cy of the party in order to control the gonerment. 

The Record concludes by suggesting that 
if the tariff is too high, or if it works injus- 
tice to any class or to anybody, these evils 
and inequalities can be remedied by reason- 
able revision; but it emphasizes the fact 
that the American policy of raising revenue 
is by means of duties on imports so laid as 
to protect American industries and Ameri- 


can workingmen.

It is perhaps not generally known that in 
some parts of Africa and India this remark. 
able tree takes the place of distilleries. Its 
fruit yields an excellent oil, and the simple 
operation of tapping its trunk will secure 
enough toddy to last a small family all day, 
When the liquid is first drawn it is sparkling 
and exhilarating, but comparatively harm- 
less. After it has been set aside, however, 
for a couple of hours, it becomes a beverage 
fully as inebriating as it is cheering. It is 
really nothing but concentrated drunken- 
ness. Millions of orientals who have never 
progressed far enough to master the art of 
distilling have cultivated this palm for thou- 
sands of years, and it goes without saying 
that it has enabled them to remain compar- 
atively indifferent to such smal] matters as 
taxes, blockades, and other restrictions and 
obstacles affecting the distribution of free 
liquors. 

The hopelessly depraved condition of the 
cultivators of the toddy tree does not need 
to be enlarged upon here. The spectaele of 
perhaps a hundred million benighted 
heathen living in an umbrageous forest of 
jim-jams, so to speak, each mother’s son of 
them wearing a drunken leer and hardly 
anything else in the shape of attire, is 
enough to make angels weep. 

Butthe worst of itistocome. There isa 
perverse twist in our climate, it appears, 
which enables the toddy tree to grow and 
flourish here, and the wicked and thought- 
less are already taking advantage of it. The

CAUGHT INA QUICKSAND. 


Fearful and Thrilling Experiences of a 
Hunter Who Faced Death, 
From the St. Louis Republican. 

Otto and Ernst Bertrand, two young men of Caron- 
delet, put their shotguns on their shoulders last 
Wednesday morning about daybreak, slung their 
game bags at their sides,and after eating a hasty 
breakfast in their parents’ house, No. 6,824 South 
Broadway, started off to spend three days duck 
hunt'ng among the lakes of the American bottom on 
the other side of the river. They had a skiff moored 
near their house and crossed the river in it, hiding 
the boat in a little cove between Cahokia 
and Fast Carondelet, when they had reached 
the other side and were starting for the lakes. They 
had fairluck hunting and started home yesterday 
morning. When they got to Cahokia Ernst, who 
had the hcaviest bag of dueks, told Otto that he 
would cross the river by the ferry and sell his game 
in the Union market. Otto assented, and made his 
way along to the boat. Hemissed the path, and, 
aitempting to reach the skiff by following the bank 
ofthe river, he plunged into, black filthy and tena- 
cious quicksand. His right leg went fiito the mire 
over Lis knees atthe first step, andthe other leg 
fol'owed it, sinking up to the thigh before he under- 
stood he was in @® quagmire, He __ tried 
to extricate himself, and could not. Both his lees 
were tightly clasped by the mud and moved not 
an inch. He shouted for help, heard no 
reply, and then remembered that the nearest house 
was two milesaway. It seemed to him that he was 
sinking deeper in the quicksand, and then it came 
to his mind for the first time that men had lost 
their lives in such places and their bodies had never 
been found. He grew frantic and screamed at the 
top of his yoice and waved his arm about, beating 
the mud and catching at little roots and stones that 
appeared init. He tried tomove his fettered legs, 
and found that his tody up to his waist was dead, 
He was clapsed in an embrace that knew no relax- 
ing. He lost his senses. His mind wandered. He 
thought of those he had left at home—his brother 
who had just lefthim. He cried and feebly pat- 
tered his hands in the muduntil his face was 
streaked with it. Then the thought came to 
him suddenly that he was about to die by suffoca- 
tion and in an agony of terror he lifted his voice and 
cried for help again. Thesky looked down upon 
him clear and joyful, and mocked him with its 
calmness. Hetriedto kill himeelf. His shotgun 
had been on his shoulder when he stepped into the 
quicksand and he looked around for it, intending 
to shoot himself. It had sunk. He continued to 
struggle and became insensible; but continucd to 
utter cries of distressin his unconsciousness, He 
had fallen into the quicksand at nine o’eloek in 
the morning. At four o’clock in the affor- 
noon @& negro boatman came rowing 
along from Cahokia and heard him moaning, He 
pulled his boat in and iried to pull the hunter out 
ofthe mud. Bertrand by this time had sunk to his 
armpits in the quicksand. The negro saw that he 
was unable to save the young man and rowed back 
to Cahokia, four miles away, where he got two 
othermen, When the boat got back to Bertrand he 
had sunk until only his head and neck were visible 
and it was three hours before the three boatmen 
could get him out of the mud. He was taken home 
at once and put to bed, and is now rapidly reeoyer- 
ing.

Legislation. 


PREACHING MORALS~BUYING VOTES 


“A Train of Evil, Perjury, Strife, Hypoc- 
risy, Revilings and Viola- 
tions of Law.” 


ATLANTA, Ga., November 5, 1887.—The 


question of prohibition is bef. re the people of Ful- 
ton county again for consideration. I have been 
asked to give my views on the subject and I prefer 
to do so in a letter rather than in a speech, simply 
because I can be more celibérate about it, and if I 
make any mistakes it will be better understood 
whatI said. I have studied the question as all our 
citizens should—carefully and conservatively. 1} 
have received during the pending campaign in 
Tennessee and in Texas the current literature used 
in the discussion in these two states, and lately a 
batch from Colonel Dent, formerly of this state, who 
was in Texas during the prohibition campaign. I 
have taken the pains to compile a history of pro- 
hibition as it has oceurred in the United States from 
these documents. The facts I give below are main- 
ly from these documents,.and in many places I use 
the exact language of some of the papers, giving 
verbatim copies from statistics and arguments used 
in these documents, Many jof the tables I have 
verified as well as I could and found in every in- 
stance that they were correct, and in this statement 
of facts and figures I find sufficient reason to justify 
my vote against prohibition. : 

In 1851 the Dow liquor law was enacted in 
the state of Maine, and the period like the present 
seemed ripe for that kifid of levislation, forthe fol- 
lowing year witnessed the passage of similar laws 
by the legislatures of Minnesota, Rhoite Island, 
Massachusetts, and Vermont followed in 1853 by 
Michigan, in 1854 by Connecticut and in 1355. by In- 
diana, Delaware, Iowa, Nebraska, Naw York, New 
Hampshire and Dlinois, Excitement on the liquor 
question then ran higherall over the country except 
in the south, than it doesnow. In Dlindis the law 
was ate g at the *election immediately after 
it was enacted and it was defeated as it has been re- 
cently in the states of Texss and Tennessee, and a 
few years later by North Carolina, and the state of 
lilinols bas always since been content with the 
license system. In Indiana the supreme court de- 
clared the act unconstitutional the same year of its 
passage. In Iowa the law was modified in 1856 so 
as to excep! beer from its operation. The ccurt de- 
clared the act unconstitutional in New York and 
the legislature repealed it in 1856. In Michigan the 
act was declared inyalid for inherent dees in 
1:54; it was re-enacted in 1855 and finally repealed 
in 1875. In 1868 the act was repealed 
in Massachusetts after a complete trial and 
full canvass of its merits by a full diseussion, jn 
which some of the most distinguished menin the 
state. among them ex-Governor Afidrew, favored the 
repeal, That state has had enough of prohibition 
and will nottry itagain while any ¢onsidefable 
portion of the people survive who lived under it for 
sixteen years. In Minnesota it was soon modified 
out of existence. In Rhode Island it was declared 
unconstitutional in 1853, amended the same year 
and finally repealed in1875. Connecticut tried it 
thoroughly for eighteen years and then repealed 
it. It was frst enacted in Delaware in 1847, declared 
unconstitutional in 1848; re-enacted in 1855. and 
finally repealedin 1857. It was tried in Nebraska 
until 1880, and finding that her cities and 
towns were constantly flooded with whisky, which 
paid no part of its burdens that state abandoned it 
for high license which works so much better that 
there is no probability of a return to the old order of 

hings. Iowa and Kansas are the only states that 
have passed probibitory amendments to theircon- 
stitution under the new wave. Thus eleven of the 
fourteen states which attempted prohibition during 
the first prevalence of that craze in this country 
abandoned it, after a shorter or longer trial, leaving 
Maine, Vermont and New -Hampshire as the only 
states which have not freed themselves from it, and 
ofthem New Hampshire lacked cnly cne yote of 
doing so by her legislature a few years since. The 
reasons given in eyery state wiere the law has been 
repealed, wes: 

1. It wasimpracticable. 

2. It created dissention among the people. 

3. It increased perjury and hypocrisy. 

4. It built up a class of worthlessspics and inform- 
ers, and did not decrease the number of drunkards 
nor amount of liquor consnmed. 

“The three states named above, however, held om 
to it notwithstanding all these objections. In New 
Hampshire in 1886, the democr: tic state convention 
arrainged the republican party of the state as fol- 
lows: ‘‘ While claiming credit from the friends of 
prohibition for the eractment and mainten 
ance of the prohibitory laws, it refusing 
to enforce them, thereby permitting the unre- 
stricted sale of intoxicating liquors throughout the 
state.” The prohibitionists of the state heid their 
convention soon afterwards and denounced the 
republican party for the non-enforcement of the 
law, andthe democratic party for sharing in its 
profits and passed the following significant resolu- 
tion: ‘Prohibition to be_effective must be national 
in scope, and backed by a party unconditionally 
committed to its enforecment.”’ 

The “Voice,’”’ prohibition organ of the United 
States in its issue of August 5, 1896 presenis a dia- 
gram of a single block in Manchester, New 
Hampshire, in which there were then twenty-two 
open saloons. What block in a license state can 
show more? 

During the debate on the liquor tax in 18€2,in 
congress, Hale, of New Hampshire, said: 

‘‘T live in a city of about ten thousand inhabitants, 
and about as orderly a city es there is in New Eng- 
land anywhere of its size, as law abiding people. 
and I believe today there never were at any time, 
and under any circumstances, two-thirds as many 
places where hauor was openly and constantly sold 
week days and Sundays as it is under the operation 
of our entirely probibitory law-” 

Now, how isit enforcedin Maine. Itis useless to 
to go over the ground from 1¢5l. Every legislature 
since then have passed amendments to the original 
law. It has been hammered at ~by all parties. 
Here is what good prohibitionist say about it: 

In August 1386, John B, Finch chaimanan of the 
national prohibition committee, addressed to Sena- 
tor Frye an open letter from which the following is 
made: 

“The republican party in Maine is responsible for 
the violation of the liquor laws of your state. * * * 
Why does not your party enforce the law in Bangor. 
Portland, and Augusta, and other citiés,”’ 

At the state convention in Maine, June 16th, 1586, 
the prohibition party admitied inits platform that 

In Portland, Bangor, Biddeford, Lewisien, Bath, 
Augusta, Hollowell and other cities and towns of 
the state so far from the impartial enforcement 
of the law being adhered to from principle, the 
law is enforeed or not as the personal will of the 
officer or party exigency demand.” 

In a letter to the Yoice, dated August 27th. 1586, 
Neal Dow said: 

“Liquor will be sold in Maine, in violation of law, 
as long as it is protitable to do so, and in this state 
under the law as it now is, it is very profilable.”’ In 
a recent letter tothe Daily Fasern Arzus of Port- 
land, referring to a lctier of Kev. John Snyder, of 
St. Louis, Mo., giving a picture of the situation in 
Portiand, General Dow said: “That the condition 
of thingsin Portland is seandalous,eyerybody knows, 
though there isa pretense here of enforcement of the 
law, which has not been of the smallest effort in re- 
omnes the number of the ram dens which infest the 
city. 

The leading prohibitionisis in the north all con 
cede that prohiLition cannot be made effective by 
the states acting separately. Their views were voiced 
by Colonel R. 8. Cheves, in Brooklyn, on the 20th of 
September, 1886. He said: 

‘For prohibition to be a success it must be nation 
al. This has been demonstrated In Maine where 
they have had prohibition for thirty years, but 
where liquor is still sold in deflance of the law. 
Where do they get it? From New York, Connecticut, 
and Massachusetts, and Maine cannot keep it out. 
The United States government does not allow her to 
prohibit the importation. Maine has to fight whisky 
not only at home, but all over the north. For 

wohibition to be a success in Maine, it must 

ea success in New York also, It is not enough to 
establish it in one state 1t must be estalished in all, 
And even that is not enough to make it a complete 
suceess,”’ 

If this true about the failures in states, how much 
more so is it where one city {in a state surronnded by 
anti-prohibition states and anti-prohibition towns. 
That itis a failore In Atlanta no man car doubt 
when the United States government granted fiftoen 
permits to sell in the Piedmont fair recently held. 

Has Maine been benefitted by prohibition? I 
quote from facts collected by Hon, James G. MceGin- 
nis, of St. Louls, who investigated the subject and 
compiled his statistics from official sources. 

' This statement coming from a fair-minded man 
has never been questioned.

[Tremendous ap- 
plause.} Aud the reason forthat is not based in 
communism, butin humanity. If the government 
owes any duty to the individual itis that every man, 

woman and child that leads an honest life is entitl- 
ed to food and shelter; andthereisa difference to 
be found between diminishing the luxury of the 
rich, or protecting the poor in their birti right; itis 
manliness, and humanity, and good government, to 
let the rich suffer. {[Applause. } 

Now, I have talked to you about the rent; 

he house thata man and his wife live in; I have 
shown you, not bymy own assertion, but by the 
statement of the only @xpertsin the city—the real 
estate men, who for years have handled from three 
to four tholsand houses—I have shown you,I say, 
that where twenty suffered before, nineteen are pro- 
tected under prohibition that don’t prohibit. What 
would we have with prohibition that did prohibit? 
Let me go one step farther. When you talk first 
about a house that a man lives In you get right at 
him. I have finished with that. 

The next stepis to get Guy eonporens and ask their 
testimony. I wentto Mr. Boyd, of Van Winkle & 
Ce., and he said, ‘‘where I formerly hadten or fifteen 
garnishments-at a time to answer, Inow have 
nene,”’ 

The garnishment, next to the distress warrant, is 
the most iniquitous form of debt collection. It 
means that the law laysits hand on a man’s wages 
and holds them in its grasp, though his little chil- 
dren may clamber ubout his kneesand cry for 
bread. Now, where there were twenty necessary 
then, there is one now. 

Mr. Boyd is a prohibitionist; let me give you Grant 
Wilkins. He is a man of profound convictions, You 
can cut him up into postage stamps and he would 
not deny athing he thought was right. He said he 
was one ofthe most violent, if that word may be 
used, ofthe anti-prohibitionis's. He said, “I have 
told them I was not going to their meetings, that I 
did not intend to take part, and I do not intend to 
have anything to do with it,’’ 

That is the first time in a long and pleasant friend- 
ship, that I have known Grant to acknowledge that 
‘he was wrong. 

“Simply because I work 220 men, and I see what 
prohibition has done for them, and I believe my 
duty requires 1 should let it alone. My foreman 
goes to their homes and sees them; they live better, 
their houses are betier, they have shoes where they 
were shoeless, and they haye plenty to eat, where 
they formerly barely lived. I have had thirty gar- 
nishments atcnce in my shop, and I have been 
running seven months, and I have not answered 
ohe single garnishment.”’ 

I could &' sslutely weary you with testimony like 
that. [Cries ofgoon.] Mr. Grady proceeded: 

There is a man—I1 cannot give his name—Colonel 
M iidox Knows him; he is a member of the anti-;ro- 
hibition committee; he is one of the largest manu- 
facturers in this city, and as a rule his associates are 
against prohibition. tle went into Colonel Mad- 
dox’s office, and €Coione!l Maddox slapped him on 
the shoulder and said: . 

“Hello! anti.” 

“No, sir; not mten,’”’ 

‘You are printed that way,’’ said Colonel Mad- 
dox. 

“It’s wrong,’’ he said. 

What changed him? The marked and undoubted 
imprevement in the working people. He says: 

“My wife and Lrode out Decatur street the other 
day. I looked at the street and the improved con- 
dition down there, and said, ‘My cer, lam a pro- 
bibitionist from this time forward.’ ”’ 

Iie was converted against his convictions. 

Mr. Grady turned and caught sight of Judge 
Hillver, whose face was beaming, and having 
occasion to ask the judge a question, said: 

“By the way, doesn’t the judge look happ 
tonight!’’ whereat the audience cheerec 
heartily, and the judge laughed and looked 
happier than before. . 

Mr. Grady continued ; 

Mr. Riordan was an anti-prohibitionist in the last 
race. He came into Colonel Maddox’s. office—by 
the way, Colonel Maddox's office seems to be a sort 
of a place for them to come. Mr. Riordan says: 
“Tl was an anti-prohibitionist on. principle.’ A 
personal liberty man I suppose—‘but I work from 
60 to 1080 men and I haye seen a change that as an 
honest man loving my fellow man I dare not dis- 
regard, and I am for prohibition.” 

Ladies and gentiemen, how can you answer such 
asthat? I am not a profound lawyer. I don’t 
know how much personal liberty I have got, some- 
times I wish I had more [looking with a smile at 
Mrs. Grady, who sat in the audience) that is purely 
a personal matter to which we need not allude fur- 
ther~—I don't want any profound knowledge of law 
that clouds my brain and judgment when such facts 
appeal to me, . 

Colonel Maddox did not yote in the last election 
until the last moment. He believed prohibition was 
impracticable and visionary. He might have had 
the personal liberty touch. He was not going to 
yote and his wife snid—and the wife is nearly al- 
ways the best halfofthe two, and is in this case. 
His wife said: ‘‘My dear, you vote today; we have 


a,boy. 

He voted under protest, he did not believe in it— 
it was new fangled. Six moyths afterwards he 
was sorry he voted for it; looked like the town had 
gone to ruin; but to-day he is a wise and intelligent 
man, and he has looked about him and heard what 
people say and seen the town 
with a growth grander than she ever felt before,and 
he ig a dyed-in-the-wool prohibitionist. 

Mr. Rucker was the same way, and is ready to 
work night and day for prohibition, 

Do you know J. C, Allen? Those who do not are 
behind, He was an anti-prohibitionist; he was so 
strong an anti-probibitionist that he would not let 
bis brother-in-law—not his mother-law—talk to him 
on the subject. He wasrabid. He did not want to 
discuss it. He had a little dry goods store next toa 
saloon. Prohibition was voted in, and he has pros- 
pered since in eplie of himself, which reminds me 
of a distnguished Frenchman who was kicked up 
stairs. i@ galoon was vacated owing to 
ciraumstances over which the owner had 
no control.

He took his figures from the tax assessor's Looks, 
Now, the men whe give in ‘their taxes arcrich men, 
careful men, like Judge Hillyerand Major Campbell 
Wallace—not like me, and a few fellows arouna me, 
This is important, because those figures looked like 
something. He showed that thenumter o. persons 
who-paid street taxes in 1885 was 3,814. He showed 
that the number who paid their tax at the assessors 
office in 1886 was 3,600. That shows an apparent 
decrease of 214 people. Well, 1 am seeking alter 
truth, and that staggered me, 
o ae Se ee ee | asked ; ‘Is 
that the end of it.’ lIasked Judge Hillyer, and he 
has been stuflingmeanyhow. ‘‘No. In addition to 
the men who gave in at the tax assessor’s office in 
1835, there were 4,180 who were looked up —made 
to pay with a littleaddition. That madea total of 
7,994, Next year there were 3,600 people who gave 
in or 214 less than the year before, but they found 
out among the hedges and dade 8,460, one of whom 
I have no doubt I was which. That makes a total 
of 12,064 poll taxes paid last year against 7,994 the 
year before, showing a gain in this good old city of 
4,070 poll taxes. : 

The figures for this year have not been furnished. 
To be perfectly frank, they have not got me yet. I 
think they will show an increase of three or four 
thousand poll taxes in this city, two-thirds of which, 
in my honest conviction, are due to prohibition. 
Those are the figures. They came through Judge 


Hillyer to me, and I[_ give them to 
you without change. There are 829 
more children in attendance at the 


schools this year than last. How do you account 
for that? [Laughter] It has been two years since 
prohibition was adopted, and there are 529 more 
children in the schools. That means one of two

1a, either there are more people here or there are 
more people able to send to school. Take the fact 
of owning houses, Artemus Ward says: 

“A man may die for his home, but who ever 
heard of aman dying for his boarding house?” I 
say to you here, it is the poor man’s home, and the 
poor man’s home alone that has stood time and 
again between Jay Gouldand Vanderbilt and the 
enraged mob of American workingmen. It is the 
conservatism of the home-owning wage-wor<er 


that has kept  socialismn out of the 
admirable labor organization. In the 


last two years there have been 687 citizens who 
have become home owners, against 153 in the two 
years previous. Owing no man and owning no 
man, as master, wearing the collar of no faction, 
free born American eitizens, not quibbling about 
personal liberty, but standing with wife and little 
ones, honestand independent, above penury and 
degradation. [App!ause. ] 

When the applause had subsided Mr. Grady 
said.

When I find an objection I turn to look for a good, 
If it is more serious in my opinion than the geod, I 
simply stand back, butif the good outweighs the 
objection, there is simply one course for the man 
who has got honest convictions—that is to wafve 
the objection,

A Look at the Records. 

The antis attempted to break down the 
crushing force of testimony on distress war- 
rants in Mr, Grady’sspeech. They felt that 
without breaking it their case was hopeless. 

Phere are four justice courts in the city. 
They produced astatement from. Tanner’s 
court that from January 1 to November 
1, 1885, ninety-nine distress and disposses- 
sory Warrants were issued. From January 
1 to November 1, 1887, one hundred and 
eleven, 

From Landrum’s court in 1885, 153; to 
November 1, 1887, 213. 6s 

They produce nothing from Judge Man- 
ning’s court, and nothing from J udge Rhea’s 
court. The two courts quoted show an ap- 
parent increase of seventy distress warrants 
for 1887 against 1885. Now read the an- 
swer to this. 

First. The statement from Judge Tan- 
ner’s court we let stand for the present with 
an increase of twelve warrants for ten 
months of 1887 over ten months of 1885, 

Second. Asto Judge Landrum’s court. 
Mr. F, M. O’Brien, who got these statistics, 
states that Judge Landrum took charge on 
the first of March, 1885, and-that the 153 
warrants credited to the first ten months of 
1885 were every one of them taken from the 
first of March tothe. first of November, only 
eight months. That the 213 warrants for 
1887 cover the whole ten months from Jan- 
uary 1 to November1. Now this is clearly 
unfair. Mr. Landrum took his court March 
1, 1885, and up to November had issued 153 
warrants. Now compare the same period of 
1887; that is, deduct January and February 
of 1887 from the total of 213, for January 
and February do not appear in the 158 cred- 
ited to 1885. Inthese two months of 1887 
there were issued sixty-one warrants. Take 
that from 213 and you have for the eight 
months of Judge Landrum’s court in 1885, 
153 warrants. For the same eight months 
for the same court in 1887, 152 warrants. 
Of the sixty-one warrants issued in January 
and February, 1887, forty-nine were dis- 
possessory warrants and not distress war- 
rants, which may have been issued for any 
other cause than non-payment of rent. 

Third. As to Judge Manning’s. court. 
Mr. O’Brien states that he got the figures 
from this court at 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. They were not used, for they showed 
that for the ten months of 1885, 145 war- 
rants were reported. For the ten months 
of 1887 only eighteen. This shows a de- 
crease of 127 warrants. 

Fourth. As to Judge Butt’s court. The 
records for 1885 are vague and indefinite. 
For the ten months of 1887, there have been 
but four warrants issued. This must bea 
decrease from 1885, but we do not count it. 

Now to recapitulate; 

1887. 
Judge Tanner,ten months, - - - 99 111 
Judge Landrum, ten months, - - 153 152 
Judge Manning, ten months, - - 145 18 


Total foreach year, - - - - 391 281 
Decrease, ten months of 1887 over 

ten months of 1885, - - - 116 

This showing would be increased if Judge 
Butt’s old records were good. It is a pretty 
good showing for ten months of an imper- 
fect trial, especially when the good effect is 
just beginning to be felt. The justice 
reeords are better kept now than two years 
ago and the cases show plainer. As shown 
in Judge Landrum’s court, forty-nine dis- 
possessory warrants were issued January 
and February of this year and only twelve 
distress warrants. A dispossessory warrant 
is often to dispossess an obnoxious tenant 
on the complaint of neighbors; a distress 
warrant always means non-payment of rent, 

The records show thatin the four justice 
courts of Atlanta there were 2,595 fewer 
civil.cases in the two years of prohibition, 
than the two years preceding prohibition, 
although prohibition has not had a fair trial. 
There was a decrease of 431 criminal cases 
for the two years under prohibition in the 
justice courts, and over 1,000 decrease in 
Anderson’s court, making 1,431 decrease in 
criminal cases in the justice and recorder’s 
court in the two years of imperfect trial of 
prohibition. 

Mr. Martin, bailiffof Landrum’s court, 
who had the bulk of distress warrant busi- 
ness, says: 

‘Two years ag> I had one of the best jobs 
in Atlanta. I would not have swapped with 
any man. Now I have not made enough 
since January to pay my grocery bill, and 
have been looking for another job.”’ 

Can any friend of Atlanta; can any man 
who thinks, disregard these figures and 
these statements; can any man who loves 
this city, its people and its homes, vote to 
stop an experiment, that imperfect as has 
been its trial, has worked such good to the 
people and the city? |

“Ijwarn you that youropponents are on the 
alert. A gentleman came to me and showed 
me an assessment of $500. I asked him 
‘what for,’ and he replied, ‘for the liquor 
fund.’ His son was assessed for $200. 

“And you paid it?’ said Colonel Adair. 

“No sir,’ replied the gentleman. ‘He asked 
me how I was going to vote. I told him it 
was my business, and that there was the door. 
And he took the hint and left.’ My advice is 
don’t fail to register and vote.” 

A colored man rose in the andience and 
gaid: “In 1835 I was wet, decidedly wet. Now 
Tam dry, thoroughly dry, and so are the col- 
ored men in my vicinity, the East Tennessee 
shops.” 

Scarcely had the colered man taken his seat 
swhen the genial face of the new solicitor of the 
‘city court, Mr. Frank M. O’Bryan, was seen in 
the door way advancing towards the platform. 
Instantly the entire assemblage began tocheer, 
and soon Mr. O'Bryan was conducted to the 
platform. Ina terse but eloguent speech he 
captivated all present. Among other things 
he said: “In the last campaign I was an anti. 
There were questions in that campaign that 
are not now init. 1 received a letter from my 
mother urging me to vote for prohibition. I 
have made up my mind, and be the conse- 
quences what they may, Lintend to vote for 
prohibition.” 

This was the signal for renewed applause, 
A basket of flowers was sent to him, and his 
hand grew tired in responding to the hand- 
shakes of congratulations.

alarge number of ;escns who are disqualified 
registering the r names as voters, 

They are ayowe | supporters ot the whisky party. 

These men had as well understund now that their 
names and residences are known, and the fact of 
their disqualification and its cause is understood, 
and that they are subject to prosecution, 

In order that noone may be taken unawares 
the statement is made that the follwing classes of 
persons are disqualified for voting: 

1. All who have been convicted of felony or 
larceny, unless they have been pardoned, 

2. Persons who have not lived one yearin Georgia 
and six months in Fulton county. 

3. Unnaturalized foreigners. 

4. Personsin arrears for legal taxes. Any legal 
taxes duc the state aud county for any year from 
1878 to 1886 inclusive, must be paid hefore the voter 
can legally register, The taxes of 1887 do not debar 
registration and voting, but the taxes for 1886 and 
each year back to and including 1£73, must be paid 
before the citizens can lawfully :é ister and vote. 

5. The law requires the voter to state his place of 
residence. A great many havea ready stated places 
of residence at which they do notlive, and never 
did live. oe 

Rents and Distress Warrants. 


Mr .Grady and other prohibitionists have en- 
deavored to show that the financial intererest of 
tenants and working men have been improved by 
prohibition, Their solicitude for the workingman 
and his condition is most extraordinary. But we 
deny that workingmen were any more intemper- 
ate, ifas much, before prohibition than capitalists, 
merchants, lawyers, physicians or any other class. 
They made the proud record of Atlanta by the cen- 
sus-of 1880 for sobriety and industry, and this was 
five years before prohibition. The imputation is 
that the working men were in special need of 
reformation as to the use of liquors and that prohi- 
hition wrought it, while the opponents of prohibi- 
tion sucessfully controvert both propositions.

Who is the Guilty Party? 

To the Prohibitionists—Mr. Editor: A sells whis- 
key to B, B gives the whisky to UC, who drinks it, 
and gets drunk. Who is the guilty party? A cannot 
be the only guilty party if he has any guilt at all, as 
whisky, like other productions of the farm and of 
the factory, has an intrinsic value and is the sub- 
ject of sale. 

B can not *e alone the guilty party, for he simply 
bought the whisky of A, and it was a proper subject 
of bargain and sale. But C took the whisky and got 
drunk on it. Now, there is nothing in the moral law 
that lam aware of, that forbids the sale of whisky 
or the purchase of whisky, nor is there anything 
that forbids atemperate and moderate use of whisky, 
or its use for medicinal purposes, but the moral law 
does condemn, and condemns justly, the abuse, and 
not the use of the article. Then it seems tome C, 
who got drunk on the whisky, was the guilty party. 

But the prohibitionists treat A alone as the guilty 
party, because A sold the whisky. Now I assert that 
there is no moral wrong in thesimple fact that a 
man sells whisky. Take as an illustiation: A man is 
bit by a rattlesnake. Evervbody knows, who knows 
anything about the poison of a rattlesnake, that 
there is no other remedy so effective as large drafis 
of whisky immediately after the sufferer has been 
bitten. Now suppose, in that case, tho person bit by 
the snake bousht whisky from A to be used for his 
cure, Who would say there was any moral wrong in 
it. It was not the fact that whisky was sold, oF that 
whisky was bought then, that was wrong or sinful, 
and in that case, as it cured theSman who was bitten 
by the rattlesnake, there was no moral wrong any- 
where, because there was no abuse or improper use 
of the article. 


Take another illustration. A country friend not 
long since had a very valuable horse that was taken | 
sick with colic. Hesaysif he had had a quart of 
whisky he couid have saved his horse, but living in | 
a prohibition county, there was none at his com- 
mand, and he was unable to send off a prohibition 
towh, where they keep it in cellars and hidden 
places, and get it in time to save his horse. The re. 
sult was that the horse died, becaise the owner did 
not bave the whisky to administer the remedy. 
Now, suppose A had sold my friend the whisky, in 
that case, and saved the horse. There would have 
been no wrong in it, because the sale within itself is 
not wrong, and in the cise supposed there would 
have been no abuse or improper use of the article. 

But it may be said that all three of the parties in 
the case first supposed are guilty; that A is guilty 
because he sells whisky, B because he buys, and C 
because he gets drunk on it. Then, if that be true, 
to bé consistent, the prohibitionists nvust go for the 
cnactment of a Jaw, not only to punish the man who 
sells it, but the man who buys it, and the man who 
drinks it to excess, Now, will somebody give a rea- 
son why the person who purchases is not morally 
as guilty as the person who sells, and why tbe per- 
son who drinks it to excess is not morally more | 
guilty than either; but if they are al) equally guilty, 
then Jet us have laws tw punish the party who sells, 
the party who buys and the party who uses the 
whisky. This would strike at the root of it, buat it 
might not serve the eee & omnes of the bright 
shining lights of prohibition, who keep it in kegs or 
barrels or botiles in their cellars, and when one 
supply is exhausted, send for and bay more. They 
wo bot be willing to share their patt of guilt of 
the transaction, and to be put in jai) with the 
vendor, although they were the vendces and as

Second; that the child is 
illegally restrained and kept in the custody of 
the defendant, the petitioner’s mother and the 
child’s grandmother. Third; that the cause 
of such restraiut is because of the relationship 
which the child and her grandmother sustain 
toeach other. Fourth; ‘“‘that your petitioner 
of her own knowledge is satisfied that the said 
grandmother is an unfit person to have the 
control and custody of petitioner’s said child, 
and that Mrs. Guthrie refuses to deliver pos- 
session and control of said child.’ 

Upon this showing the plaintiff's or 
sued outa writ of habeas corpus, and Judge 
Marshall J. Clarke devoted the greater part of 
yesterday to hearing the case. 

The defendant was represented by Messrs. 
Gartrell and Ladson, who made answer to the 
allegations of the petition. The answer admits 
that the child is detained by her grandmother. 
The respondent, in the language of the answer, 
says: “Respondent avers that by reason of 
cruel and mhuman treatment which T. A. May 
has inflicted upon said child, said 
child’s mother has forfeited all legal 
parential control add authority over said child, 
that the further exercise of authority or con- 
trol of said child by its mother, would be ruin- 
ous to her best interests, of her morals, welfare 
and happiness, by reason of said mother’s 
sadly depraved life. Respondent further shows 
that the said child, from its earliest infancy, 
has been reared and nurtured by this respond- 
ent with the exception of a few months. 
Shortly after the birth of said child, respond- 
ent’s daughter removed from respondent’s home 
to lead, it is regretfully and painfully said, a 
life of open shame. tn 1886, said daughter 
took said child away from respondent and car- 
ried her around for about three months in her 
travels to different cities, in company with her 
paramour, occupying rooms with said para- 
mourat the different places at which they 
stopped, the child, too, sleeping in thesame 
room occupied by her mother and her e 
mour. Said mother then sent said child, in 
care of said paramour, to a notorious house of 
ill-fame in Birmingham, Ala., to be under the 
custody of the mistress of the house, at which 
bagnio said child remained for several weeks, 
an open witness to the scenes of infamy and de- 
dauchery carried on therein. Said child was then 
sent to respondent’s home in Duluth, via Atlan- 
ta. Whenshe reached respondent, she wasina 
deplorable plight, unwashed and dirty, show- 
ing every evidence of sad neglect. Since then 
she has been living with respondent, the re- 
cipient of her kindest affections and watchful, 
prayerful attention and care. To respondent’s 
deep sorrow, her daughter, T. H. May, con- 
tinues to live 2 life of shame, and further con- 
trol of said child by its mother must inevitably 
lead to the ruin and downfall of said innocent 
child.”’ 

In conclusion, the answer denies that re- 
spondent is unfit to have the custody and con- 
tro! of the little girl.

Some time ago Sheriff Matson decided to | 
search and clean out the cells of the seven | 
distinguished prisoners, and today was set for — 
the examination. Word was sent by the | 
sheriff to the friends of the condemned that | 
no admittance would be given to the 


jail,and this morning the entire force of 
‘deputy sheriffs reported at the jail for duty. 
It was shortly after 9.00 o'clock, when Lingg 
and Engel were led from their cells to the con- 


guitation cage, and the search began. Engel's . 


cell was first entered, and thoroughly exam- |

That is. we 
received no intimation that anything was 
wrong. It was merely a precautionary meas- 
ure decided on some timeago by Jailer Fotz 
and myself, We selected Sunday asa quiet 
day when the examination would make less 
desuirbance than if it were made on a week 
day. For some time there was so much of thi 
amnesty business going on that Il did not 
care to interfere with good citizens wlio were 
interested in the condemned men, or place an) 
obstacle in their way, but we felt as thengh 
the time had come to take extra precautious, 
and so decided to clean the cells ouf. Of course, 
in view of the developments of the search, the 
most @ringent precautionary measures wil! now 
be taken. The prisoners will not be allowed 
to exercise as much as formerly, and the num- 
ber of visitors will be restricted. No one will 
be allowed to visit any of the condemned in 
the cave, and if any interviews are granted ti 
will be only to near relatives, and in the pres- 
ence of the jail ofticials. I won’t say that 
every visitor will be searched, but there will 
be no opportunity for any exchange of any- 
thing whatever between the prisoners and 
outsiders, As for Lingg, I don’t know that he 
will be allowed to see anyone, but 1 have not 
‘yet fully decided on that point. Henceforth 
no baskets of victuals or fruit will be allowed 
to be sent from any of the prisoners’ friends 
to them, and no letters or dispatches 
will be received orsent until they are ex- 
amined by the jail officials.’’
